SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine presents a vast array of violent, torturous and sexually violent activity. 
The violence, sexual violence and torture are eroticised both by the depictions of the 
female characters, and their reactions to sexual violence. The females are illustrated 
with inflated sexual parts, namely their breasts, buttocks and crotches. The stylized 
female form is the continuous focus, as they are either victim or aggressor. The sexual 
violence presented illustrates and describes the victim as succumbing and becoming 
aroused to the activity. 

The magazine is for entertainment, which implies that the infliction of pain and sexual 
violence may be viewed in this exaggerated and fantastical form, as titillating and 
exciting. The promotion of this is considered to be likely to be harmful to the general 
public and therefore the magazine is classified as objectionable. 
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
